NO ARRESTS WADE 


yicTIM WAS. NOT POPULAR 


Trapper Who Was Slain on the Road 
Near Minden Had a Number of 
Enemies In the District and His 

Assassin Is Believed to Be 
Someone Who Feared Him 
Greatly—Third Shot Fatal. 


Minden, Ont., Bfay 1.—Nothing else 
but the murder of Louis ‘Porter is 
talked about here. The datails point 
plainly to the fact that the man Jas 
murdered from ambuscade close th 
the road when returning from inspect- 
ing some traps which he had set near 
a tapid two miles from his father’s 
house. The murder took place six 
miles north of Minden on the Cam. 
eron road. The dead man’s father 
says that he left his house abort 7 
o'clock on Thursday night, a:s] Alex. 
Ellis, brother-in-law of the murdered 
man, tells of seeing him pass his 
house a few minutes later. He says 
that about an hour afterwards he 
heard two shots. ry 

When the body was discovered by a 
search party which worked unsuc- 
cessfully all of Saturday and came 
upon it Sunday neon, it lay in the 
hollow by an uprooted tree two hun- 
dred and fifty yards west of the road 
ani toward Gull Lake.

Dr. Pogue says that the man did not 
die until after he received this wound.

Bank ‘Note ‘for a Penny. 


Once a Bank of Eaqane note for 
one penny was issued by mistake. It 
got into circdlation, and was a source 
of great annoyance to many: persons 
when making up accounts. Search 
was made by thy bank, and at length 
they discovered the holder of- the 
note, who returned it to them for a 
fancy price. 

This is the smallest amount for 
which an English note has ever been 
issued, for, of course, notes under five 
pounds are never drawn up unles by 
mistake, 

On no account are notes issued 
twice from the bank, and they are al- 
ways cancelled even if exchanged for 
cash immedintcly on their issue. 
About fifty thousand notes sare pre- 
sented for payment every day, and in 










Sawed Handcuffs Through. 


Toronto, May 1.—Arthur Jarvis of 
Cornwall, sentenced to Central Pris- 
on for six months for theft, made a 
clean get-away from s provincial in- 
spector at the corner of Queen street 
ant Spadina avenue last night. In a 
chain gang of 12 prisoners Jarvis was 
brought to Toronto by John J. Ryan 
of 487 Parliament street, who is con-_ 
nected with the department of asy- 
lums and prisons. When the train 
arrived at the Union Station sbout 
9 o'clock Ryan put his men in an 
express wagon in order to carry them 
to the prison. All wore handcuffs at- 
tached to a long chain. 

Jarvis was the end man in the wag- 
on and at the corner of Queen and 
Spadina he very quietly slipped off 
and ran slong a side street. Ryan did 
not notice that he only had 11 men 
in the wagon until the vehicle had 
gone some distance; then he notified 
a constable. But Jarvis could not be 
found. 

Jarvis broke away by means of a 
file, which it is believed he picked 
up somewhere at the Union Station. 
Probably he found it in the baggage- 
room, through which the 12 prisoners 
were taken to the wagon, or there is 
a possibility that it was surreptitious- 
ly handed to him by a local pal. 
Jarvis has a bad record, having 
been confined in Central Prison on 
several occasions. He is abéut %

Smyrna, May 1.—The steamer Tex- 
as, longing “to the Archipelago- 
Ametican Steamship Co., struck a 
mine at the entrance to the Gulf of 
Smyrna Monday evening and sank. It

At Varennes’ Girod married Dr. Du- 
chesnois’ sister-in-law, the ‘daughter 
of Ms. Ainse, Seignior of St. Therese, 
and from that time the adventurer 
lived on the property of his father- 
in-law, and devoted himself princi- 
pally to the trade of a political agi- 
tator, . 
It is not proposed to trace the course 
of that agitation, or of the rebellion 
in which it culminated, but simply 
to follow the fortunes of Gired throu 
the bloodiest chapter of the drama- - 
the chapter which tells of the upr <- 
ing to the west of Montreal, which 
was crushed at St. Eustache, or De- 
cember 14, 1837. 
One of the earliest overt acts of the 
Bt. Eustache insurgents was vo plun- 
der the Indian mission of Txo Moun- 
tains where guns and smmunition 
were carried away from the Govern- 
ment stores and a sinell cannon, be. 
longing to the superior of the mission 
Girod was one of the party, and he 
employed his best cunning to per- 
suade the Indians to give up the arms 
in their possession and their two 
small cannon, The Indians showed 
such determination to resist any at- 
tempt to remove their property that 
Girod and his companions departed 
without the arms they had demanded, 
Duriag the two weeks of turmojl 
that preceded the battle, Girod was 
one of the principal agitators. At

theirs but little rema!..s. All that is 
left-is the title: a title which is still 
recognized and entitles tha holder to 
all the dignities and rigits of nobility. 
The present baron is a humble fii 
erman, and the history of this kindly 
old gentleman and his family is deep- 
ly interesting. 

It was in the year 1653 that unto 
Charles de St. Etienne Seigneur de 
Ja Tour was granted the Patent of 
Nobility which made him master: af 
that vast tract of country that 
stretches from Annagolis on the east 
to Pubnico on the West. The pre- 
ciuus document which conferred on 
his forebear that titls which command. 
eo so much obcisance and respect, is 
retained by the present baron and 
reads as follows: 5 

2 The Patent, 

“Was present and appeared person- 
ally the High and Mighty Lord 
Charles da St. Etienne, Seigneur de 
La Tour, Knight of the Orders of the 
King, and his Lieutenant-General in 
all the extent, towns and coasts of 
Acadia, Country of New France, and 
proprietor of the places called Pipi- 
gimiche, following and confirming ty 
the concession which he has had at 
this date, January 15, 1636, received 
it and voluntarily. recognizes . and 
acknowledges to have these presents 
resigned, conferred perpetually under 
th title of barronage and noble fief, 
having high, middle and low justice 
holden directly irom the said place 
in the said Acadia as a dominant tief 
ranted to the nobleman Philippe 
jeuse, Ecuyer, Sieur D'Entremont, 
and Lady Madeleine Helis, his wife, 
and nobleman Pierre Ferrant and 
Lady Mathuerine Sicard, his wife be- 
ing present and accepting for their 
heirs from us according to the power 
given by His Majesty (the King) 
shown in the Letters Patent dated 
February 20, 1650, in consideration of 
the particular merit of the said Lords 
D’Entremont and Ferrant and to 
their said wives in equal participation 
the extent called Pobomcoup (Pubniv 
co) to be enjoyed by them and their 
successors, and having cause and full 
proprietorship, rights of justice and 
seigneury forever under the ttle of 
barronage and noble fief, ou condi- 
tions of rendering a homage by the 
presentation of | beaver skin and. two 

uquets at the anniversary of St. 
Jean de Baptiste, each year, according 
to the code of Paris. The said’ Lords 
D’Entremont and Ferrant, their heirs 
and successors shall have perpevum 
right of the chase and fishes in the 
waters and woods of the said lands 
on condition of rendering said homage 
to said Lord de La Tour and his suc- 
cessors for the land and barronage 
of Pubnico. 

Given and passed at Fort Port Royal 
(Acadia), the 17th July, 1653, in the 
presence of the witnesses hereafter 
signing: 

(Signed) Charles De St. Etienne. 
Emmanul La Beigne de Bt. 
Mais. 
Philippe D'Entre- 
* mont. 
Pierre Ferrant. 
Madeleine Helis. 
Mathucrine Sicard, 
La Vicrdure.” 


after the army that had 
been sent to America by Cromwell 
captured Acadia from the French, the 
two great families of La Tour and 
D'Entremont were joined by marriage. 
Two daughters of the High and 
Mighty Lord La Tour became the 
wives of Philippe Meuse D’Entremont. 
Soon tie Nova ‘Scotia La Tours had 
all died ,and thus it fell that the 
title to the baronage vested in the 
D’Entremonts, in which family it has 
remained to this day. 


Blood Still Pure. 

More than two centuries have pass- 
ed, but the lineage of the Barons ot 
Pubnico has continued unsullied. No 
foreign blood has been mixed with 
theirs, it is still as pure as when the 
inhabitants of Pubnico first paid honi- 
ag) to their new lord. Directly, from 
son to ‘father, Hilaire D'Entremont 
traces his descent from Philippe 
Meuse, the D’Entremont of the grant; 
his family is not collateral; it is the 
some line that flourished in the days 
before the Lilies of France gave way 
to the Roses of England, in the vast 
Dominions over seas, His family were 
makers of history, hewers of bere 
and the present baron is ‘rightfully 
proud of the ‘glory that once was 
ours.”” 

All readers of history, will: remem- 
ber that when Acadia was ceded to 
the English, there was a stipulation 
in th treaty which exempted the 
French in Acadia from taking the 
oath of allegiance, or bearing arma 
against the French in that portion

of Canada which still remained to 
France. In all the new world there 
was no land like this. The forests 
were virgin, and game abounded 
through miles of wonderful timber 
limits upon which no white man had 
laced afoot. Streams teemed with 
fish; brooklets watered the pastures;

ngland and France been settled, 
when the two nations again became 
involved in war. -Naturaily enough 
the sympathies of the French in Novs 
Scotin were with their countrymen. 
The English settlers, eacer to become 
Maaters of the svil. said it was dis- 
loyalty and warned the authorities 
that if strinzent measurcs were not 
taken the Acadian French would take 
arms against England, 

Promptly came the instructions that 
the French were to subscribe to the 


? Oath of Allegiance. The Acadians re- 


fused, the English said it was a fur- 
ther sign of disloyalty and impressed 
upon the Government the fact that if 
the French’ did rise up against the 
E they would probabiy succeed 
in retaking Acadia for*France. Im.

On the eastern side of Pubnico har. 
bor stood the Castle of “Cape Sable,” 
the home of Jacques D'Entremont. 
Under the shadow of the structure 
dwelt the retainers of this ‘puissant 
family; men and women whose very 
existence was interwoven with the 
Righ and Mighty Lord whom they 
served. The D'Entremonta had the 
affection of their tenants, the latter 
wer? good men and true, and the oath 
of fealty that they had taken to their 
Mazters was no empty ceremony. 

Day of the Departure. 

In the early autumn of 1756 the 
stately Castle of Care Sable was laid 
lew and the baron made prisoner and 
his lands despoi'ed. One day a watch- 
er of the castle saw a large veasel 
uncer full sail heading up the harbor. 
As she drew nearer it became evident 
thet she was a ship of war, and a 
ship of war approaching the stronug- 
hold of the Pubnicos could have but 
one meaning. The blow had fallen, 
the droaded day of expulsion had ar- 
tived, and the settlers we_. to be torn 
from the homes that they loved. 
«But the D'Entremonts were then, 
a3 now, men of courage. and, as be- 
fitted their noble station, were prepar- 
ed to fight to the death in the defence 
of their rights and their property, The 
great bell in the tower waa tung to 
call in the workers in the nearoy 
fields, while. messengers were de- 
spatched to warn those further away, 

Men, women ard children hurried 
through tiie great gates of the castle, 
which, when the last retainer had en- 
tered were closed. 

Just as the sun was dipping into 
the west the strange ship dropped 
anchor opposite the castle, and Per 
captain came ashore and requested 
adsuittance to “Cape Sabie,’ This 
was refused, as was his demand that 
the castle be surrendered to him. 

Immediately the attack commenced. 
The struggle was of ‘short duration, 
and in less than an hour the gates 
were battered down; the fierce con- 
flict in the castle yard over, and the 
baron made prisoner, Then began the 
work of plunder, The treastires of the 
D'Entremonts were ‘carried to the 
ship. Before the nefarious work waa 
completed a smal band of Acadians 
came dashing to the rescue and suc. 
ceeded in driving off the men from 
the ship, not, however, before the lat- 
ter had set fire to Cape Sable. Be. 
for the sun had disappeared into the 
west all that remain of the strong- 
hold of a High and’ Mighty Lord, were 
smouldering ashes, -and crumpled 
stone, 

The Baron D’Entremont was taken 
to Boston, «here he remained until 
his death, 

With tho return of the Acadians 
came two sons of the old baron who 
journeyed back to Nova Scotia, and 
settled upon the lands of their fath- 
er:, which had becn re-granted to 
them by Governor Lawrence, who al- 
so restored their barony.’ But the 
D’Entremants were not the great fac- 
tors they had been before the expul- 
sion. In the interval the English 
settlers had become the real rulers 
and masters of the country and the 
returned Acadiana were as strangers 
in a strange land. No longer were 
the Barons of Pubnico to be High 
and Mighty Lords; no longer were 
they to be the givers of justice. ~ 

And to-day all that remains of the 
grandeur that once was their's is 
memories, memories that are dearly 
cherished by each generation of a no- 
ble house. : 

The present holder of the title is » 
fisherman, and, a gentleman. He is 
advancing in-age, and each year he 
stays more at home, while his heir 
foes to the banks in his little flsh- 
ng amack. If it should ever be the 
fortune of any of my readera to jour: 
my to Pubnico, they will have littie 
difficuty in recognizing Hilaife D'En- 
tremont for the modest dignity” of 
his bearing and the grace and cour- 
teousness of his manner bespeak the 

resence of one who has in’ his’ keep- 
is the title and prestige of those who 
were High and Mighty Lords of the 
old Acadia.—Daniel Qwen io Montreal 
Standard.

London, May 4.—Sir Thomas Tait 
yesterday was chosen president of the 
Grand Trunk Railway, to succeed 
Charles M. Hays, who was lost in he 
Pitanio gisaster, says a story current 
here jay. pe et ee. See te 
The officials AL) Hines -bawerer, 
eny é@ teport and say 
that it ia utterly without basis. 

Sir Thomas is well known. He was 
formerly connected with both Grand 
Trunk and the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way, and is one of the foremost sauth- 
orities on railroads in Great Dritain. 

Sir Thomas James Tait, son of Dr. 
Melbourne Tait, was born in Mel- 
bourne, Que., July 4, 1834. He receiv- 
ed a high school and McGill Univer- 
sity education and in 12880 entered 
the railway service. He was first a 
clerk in the audit office of the G.T.R. 
at Montreal, but in July, 1881, be- 
came clerk in the office of the assist- 
ant to the prenitent of the Chicago 
and G.T. Railway. He was next clerk 
in the solicitor’s office at Belleville, 
was then clerk in the general mana. 
ger’s office, and then from October, 
1882, till September, 1886, was private 
secretary to thé vice-president anid 
general manager of the C.P.R. For 
the next six months he was clerk in 
tho general traffic manager's office, 
and in May, 1887, became assistant 
pubeHatendent of the C.P.R. at Moose 
aw. 

From Feb. 1, 1839, until March 12, 
1290, he was superintendent of the 
Ontario division, with headquarters 
at Toronto, and for the next three 
years was general superintendent of 
the Ontario and Quebec divisions. For 
four years he was manager of trans- 
portation of all C.P.R. lines, when he 
resigned in 1903 te become chairman 
of Victorian railways commission 
at Melbourne, Australia, from which 
pest he resigned in September, 1910. 
Te was knighted.in 1911. In Austra- 
lia he brought the almost bankrupt 
state railways to a paying basis.

New York, May 4.—After being in 
conference for four hours yeste: 5 
the members of the three anthracite 
boards issued a call for a general con- 
vention at Wilkesbarre, Pa., on May 
14, to consider the tentative agree- 
ment entered into by the sub-com- 
mittees representing the operators 
and the mine workers, and which 

; was rejected by the full committee of 
the miners in joint conference with 
the operatora here Thursday. The 
convention also will be urged to em- 
wer the committee of ten to enter 
Into 8 second joint conference with 
the operators and conclude an agree- 
ment subject to ratification by a ref- 
erendum vote of the mine workers. 

“Negotiations have not been broken 
off,” said William Green, why is act- 
ing for President White of the United 
Mine Workers, “and we have arrang- 
ed for another conference with the 
operators after the Wilkesbarre con- 
vention. We are confident that an 
‘agreement will be reached.” 

Those who participated in the con- 
ferences here left for their homes last 
night, 

The operators’ committee of ten also 
issued a statemont reiterating their 
conviction that the leaders of the 
mine workers can secure the ratifica- 
tion by the miners of the agreement 
signed after discussion and delibera- 
tion by all the members of the sub- 
committeo, after consultation with the 
members of the general committees 
jon both sides. Under the circum- 
stanoes, ‘therefore, they say, they can- 
not be expected to advance any fur- 
ther proposition in view of the great 
care a thoroughness with which 
this one wag prepared and in view 
of the authority and standing of the 
mine workers’ representatives who 
took part in its preparation. 


Woman Saved His Life. 


New York, May 4.—Daniel Buckley, 
who was a steerage passenger on the 
Titanic, in his testimony yesterday 
before Senator William Alden Smith, 
who {fa chairman of the U. 8. Senate 
committee which is investigating the 
cause of the wreck, stated that a fire- 
man who was,on the ateamer told him 
that the Titanic did not, he believed, 
hit an iceberg, but that while trying 
to make a record the boilers burst. 

Regarding treatment of steerage 
passengers, Buckley said that he 
thought they were given as an 
opportunity to escape as the first and 
second class passengers. He got into 
the sixth lifeboat to leave the ship, 
and when an order came for men to 
leave the boats, he was crying. A 
woman, whom he thought was Mrs, 
John Jacob Astor, saw him, and cov- 
ered him up with a shawl in orde 
that ho might escape.

Bornard McColl, aged 23, drig clerk 


out on a hunting trip and disappear- 
ed. The police scoured the country, 
but he could not be‘located. To-day 
his body was found in the woods 
near Newburg and his rifle lay at his 
side.

Little more 
than his bones remained. The rifle 
lay in front of the remains and was 
discharged. He is survived by his 
mother, a widow.

The por- 
traits of the Count and Countess de 
Tracey were to be placed on either 
side, in attitudes of devotion, and de- 
pioted aa pilgrims. The Eternal Fath- 
er and angels and the dove descend- 
ing were to be seen hovering above, 
and the coat of arms of the Tracey 
family was to be placed in the centre 
of. the picture below. «Le Brun has 
worked out this composition with 
wonderful fidelity, and now that the 
accumulated dirt of centuries has 
been removed, the details of the pic- 
ture may be plainly seen. The paint- 
ing ‘was ordered in 1615, arriving ‘at 
Bte. Anne the following year, and has 
since remained there as the altarpiece 
of the vestry.

Hon. James Pitt Mabee, K.C., late 
chief commissioner of the Board of 
Railway Commissioners for Canada, 
came of U. E. Loyalist stuck, He 
was born rearty 533 years ago, on 
November 5, 1859, in the town of Port 
Rowan, a Noriclk Coanty Ont. He 
Was the eldest son of Col, Simon Pitt 
Mabés ait Vin Vester: 

Hfs early education was gained at 
the St. Thomas high school, from 
which he matriculated to the Uni- 
versity of Toronto at the age of 18. 
He studied law and was called to the 
Bar at the early age of 21, 

After five years Jaw practice in 
Listowe! he removed to Stratford, 
where Le put in eighteen years in the 
practice of his profession. He was 
made a Q.C. in October, 1889, and a 
bencher of the Law Society in 1904. 
After leaving Stratford he came to 
Toronto where he became a member 
of the law firm of Beatty, Blackstock 
& Co., practicing for ten months in 
this city. 

Before his elevation to the bench in 
1905, Mr. Mabeo had been an ardent 
Liberal and a vigorous campaigner, 
and in 1904 contested, unsuccessfully, 
the constituency of North.

FIVE SHOTS WERE FIRED 


Coroner’s Inquest Into Death of Lew 
Porter Results In a Verdict That 
Trapper Came to Him Death at 

the Hands of Ellis Who Slew 
His Adversary While Defend- 
Ing Himself on April 25. 
Minden, May 7.—Relying upon the 
confession of Arthur A. Ellis, made at 

a previous sitting of the inquest, Cor- 

oner Pogue's jury found at the close 


of the sitting here last night that 
Lew Porter came to his death on 


al | Thursday, April 25, from-a gunshot 
fired 


from a rifle in the hands -of 
Ellis, and that Ellis shot him in self- 
defence. This verdict was found af- 
ter a little more than an hour spent 
in considering the evidence. Charles 
Wood, the Gull Lake farmer, told of 
hearing five shots on the night of the 
shooting. His evidence materially 


; differed from that in Ellis’ confessign. 


He said that just as dusk was fall- 
ing on that night, he heard the re- 

rts of five shots. Two of these were 
neard close together, and then after 
an interval of about three minutes, 
the three followed in rapid succession. 
All five &ere heard while the witness 
was walking a distance of 500 yards, 
Ellis’ story was that Porter had fired 
upon him and hed gone away and 
then he had walked to a meadow to 
look for his cattle, and on his way 
back to his house had met Porter, 
who again opened fire upon him, and 
that he had then fired the three shots 
which killed him. This, however, 
would go to show that Porter had 


| engaged in a shooting duel with Ellis, 


as Porter is known to have been alive 
while all three shots were fired into 
his body, and is also known to have 
had two cartridges. Had Ellis dis- 
charged Porter's gun after he had kill- 
three last shots would 
not have been close together. 

Dr. E. A. White of Kinmount, who 
performed the autopsy, told of tha 
three wounds, as they have been 
previously described. He said that 
Porter died from shock and internal 
hemorrhage. Other witnesses told of 
the finding of the body and described 
Porter as a quick arid good shot with 
his rifle. Ellis was present at the en- 
quiry, but did not again take the 
stand, 


Mrs. Porter, widow of the dead man, 
said that when she was first told that 
her husband had been shot, she 
thought It had been an accident. She 
had never heard him make any threat 
ageinet Ellis, although he had com. 

ained of the way Ellis had treated 

is wife, who was Porter's sister, at 
the time of her death, four years ago. 

William Porter, the dead man’s bro- 
ther, said that he had been a good 
shot. He said that he had never heard 
either his brother nor Ellis make any 
threats against the other,

Sody Goes Back to Little Village 
Where Late Chief Commissioner's 
Mother and Wife Are Buried—

Toronto, May 8—A special train 
left the Union Station at 9.15) this

Philadelphia, May 10.—The feeling 
of bitterness engendered among the 


were shot by the state police during 
a riot, was further intensified yester- 
day, when Michael Mullange, one of 
the trio, died.

Officers of the state police fear that 
an attempt may be made to lead 
their mén into an ambush along some 
of the mountain roads, They believe 
that the naturalized foreigners are 
distributing the firearms to their 
countrymen with this object in view. 

Although Mullange was a stranger 
in Minersville,“arrangements are be- 
ing made by the foreign element tc 
hold a big demonstration when his 
funeral takes place? 

There has been no serious riotin 
in the coal fleld: Some women ani 
boys marched to two washeries yester- 
day with the intention of driving the 
employes from thejr work, but were 
persuaded by union officials to return 
to their homes.

SHARP. EYE ON GERMANY 


Suspicion of a Sudden Attack Has

This fact 
suggested to them a method of com- 
municating with each other without 
any outsider being able to understand 
the meaning of what they were doing, 
and the following ingenious plan was 
decided upon and carried out. 

There were at that time in Paris 
many popular ballads which were 
sung at the corners of the streets 
and other public places. The’ words 
belonging to the tunes were familiar 
to everybody, and to strike up a few’ 
of the notes was to recall to memory 
the words that accompanied them. 

By this means the prisoners suc- 

led in composing for themselves a 
vocal Ragin They whistled cer- 
tain parts of the airs at their win- 
dows, and in a short time the voca- 
bulary became so complete a=J com- 
preeenst that two or three notes 

m each air formed their alphabet. 

In this way they communicated 
news to each other about their fami- 
lies and many other subjects, and 
when one of them was fortunate en- 
ough to secure a copy «f The Gazette 
de France, the .Pari« - ewspaper, he 
whistled the contents of it to his com- 
panions in captivity 

The commandant of the fortress was 
told about these mysterious concerts, 
and he determined that he would jod 
out what they meant. 

He spent hours in listening to the 
whistling and set men to listen, but 
the whole thing was a mystery to 
him. Indeed, the most skillful solver 
of Leena would have been unable 
to detect the intention and real ex- 
pression of the notes heard. 

Then he ordered that the whistling 
should stop but the prisonera paid no 
attention to the order, and at last, 
tired out and baffled, he stopped try- 
ing to prevent what he could not un- 
derstand.

Tea-Tasting. © 


One of the first things that happens 
to tea on its arrival in England is 
“tasting,” in order. that the exact 
quality of the imported product may , 
be determined. Tea-tasting Is, says 
The British News of Canada, a sci- 
ence, a profession; the success of 
the tea merchant is largely related 
to that of his official taster. _ The 
gentlemen whose business it is to 
ruin his digestion that he may please 
your palate goes down to the docks 
with a “sampling order." He takes 
about a pound of tea from each of 
several boxes, and then returns with 
his burden to the scene of his gusta. 
tory experiments. In front of him is 
@ long row of cups; there may be as

Into each one of these he puts a 
pinch of tea from a sample obtained 
at the docks. A little boiling water

What In substance their Pater

Their lordships would be depart- 
ling from their legitimate province if 
jthey entertained the arguments of 
the appellants.

Tt is sufficient to point out the mis- 
chief and inconvenience which might 
arise from an indiscriminate and in- 
judicious use of the act and leave it 
to the consideration of those who 
alone are lawfully and constitutional- 
jly entitled to decide upon such a 
matter. The appeal is therefore dis- 
missed. > 

Supreme Court Has Jurisdiction. 

Ottawa, May 17.—The-news that the 
Privy Council had upheld the right of 
the Federal authority to submit a 
stated case to the Supreme Court on 
legal or academic questions was re- 
}ceived with a great deal of interest 
‘in Ottawa. This decision establishes 
| the jurisdiction of the Supreme Court 
to ro upon such a reference. 

This decision of the Privy Council 
means now that there is no obsta:le in 
the way of arguing the marriage. ques- 
tion at this session of the Supreme 
Court. Sir Charles Fitzpatrick stated 
that the court had decided to await 
the decision in the companies case. 
Now that the Privy Counci] has es- 
| tablished the competency of the court 
to decide it will mean that argument 
will be heard at this session of the 
court and probably this month. 

Hon. C. J. Doherty stated yesterday 
that the decision removed obstacles to} 
the hearing of the marriacc law and 
companies case, both of which are of 
ital importance to the provinces and }

One hundred years ago, Canada was 
a maniess land. There were a few 
settlers in Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick, in Quebec and Ontario (to 
use modern names), and they were a 
few Red Indians and fur-traders in 
the West. But what impression could 
even a million people make on a 
stretch of territory which is almost 
the size of Europe? 

That this is a true statement of the 
then situation is amply proved by the 
history of the years which have elapé- 
ed. t million people has grown 
to eight milions and the coun is 
still largely manless, British Colum- 
bia has twenty million acres of grain 
land, of which unly an infinitesimal 
fraction is surveyed. Ontario has a

Car Ran Away.

Senator Smith declared that respon- 

sibility rests upon the British Board 

of Trade “to whose laxity of regula- 
tion, and hasty inspection, the world 
is’ largely indebted’ for the awful 
fatality.” : } 

In denouncing~ Captain Tord the 
Senator said the Titanic's distress sig- 
nals were plainly seen from the deck 
of his vessel. a short distance away. 

America will leave to England the 
chastisement of those guilty, asserted 
the Senator, and he quoted British 
law to show that Lord might be 
prosecuted for a misdemeanor. : 

Concerning Captain Lord, he said- 
“Why did the Californian display its 
Morse signal lamp from the moment 
of the col continuously for near- 
ty two hours if they saw n thing? 
Had he been as vigilant in the 
movement of his vessel as he was 
active in displaying his own signal! 
lamp, there is a very strong probabil- 
ity that every human life that was 
sacrificed throuch this disaster couid 
have been saved.”* 

“Obsolete and antiquated shipping 
laws should no longer encumber the 
Parliamentary records of any Govern. 
ment. and overripe administrative 
boards should be pruned of dead 
branches, ‘and less sterile precepts 
tausht and applied.” said the Senator.

The question of the admission of ths 
wives of the Sikhs into Canada war 
brought forward by a resolution from 
Mrs. Plumptre in favor of the move- 
met, and an amendment by the Van- 
couver council ‘spoken to- by Mra. 
White, who taid that the Sikha were 
already I to 2 in the province, and 1 
tu 9 in Vancouver City, and she 
thought it unjust in tze eastern pro- 
vinces to insist thit entry: be still 
allowed.

In exch case abstention is 
justified on the ground that the em- 
ployers must retain their right to em- 
ploy either unton or non-union labor 
as they choose, and so long as the 
men's leaders insist that no settle. 
ment can be accepted which does not 
restrict the employers to union labor 
the negotiations will be futile. -
